When it is known that we 
have the raw material for manufacturing all 
these products within our borders it is pos- 
sible that a large percentage of this money 
can be kept at home.

That 
other states 


believe in geological 
surveys is shown by 
the fact that New 
York and Pennsyl- 


vania have had such surveys for 75 years, 
Michigan 'for 67 years, and Missouri for 
over 40 years. The average life of geo- 
logical surveys in 24 states is over 28 years; 
the average appropriation in* the states for 
i9o9 was $17,962, an increase of $4,000 
over the- average appropriation for 1908. 
The average expenditure by these states for 
each $1,000,000 worth of mineral pro- 
duction in 1909 was S55o. Colorado spent 
during the same year only $189 for each 
gl,0j)0,000 of mineral production; about 
one-third the average of the other states. 


It is quite evident from the long life and 


increased appropriations that the geologi- 
cal surveys pay in other states, and there is 
every reason to believe that the Colorado 
survey will pay if it has the support it needs 
to carry on its work. It is only asking for 
S20,oo"o, whereas if Colorado were to 
bpend as much as the average of the states 
referred to above the Survey would have 
cost $30,000. We all know tiiat there has 
been a large decrease in our mineral pro- 
duction in the past few years; here is 
something tangible that the Legislature'can 
and should do to check the tendency and 
perhaps to cause an increase.

O'CONNELL AND D'ESTERRE 


All the hard political battles that 
>anlel O'Conncll, the Irish patriot and 
agitator, was compelled to fight were 
nothing, in his estimation, to the few 
minutes encounter he had on the field 
of honor, when he fatally wounded his 
antagonist, D'Esterre. 
The fact that 


lie had killed his antagonist worked on 
his feelings to the extent that he was 
never able to effaae the blot from his 


years afterward, 
a challenge from 


Benjamin Disraeli, he refused to fight 
him, for he had made a vow, shortly 
after D'Esterre's death, that he would 
never again accept a challenge. What- 
ever may be pointed out as the faults 
of O'Connell, ho was no doubt Imbued 
with a deep sense of religion: and. to a 
man of such a character, dueling could 
not but appear a great crime. 


The trouble between Disraeli, and 


tt'Connell was brewing for some years. 
In March, 1885. O'Connell referred to 
Lord Alvany as a "bloated buffer." 
The latter Immediately challenged. As 
O'Connell's sons claimed they were not 
bound by the vow» of their father not 
to fight, Morgan O'Connell took lip the 
cudgels in his father'* defense and 
shots were exchanged at Wlmbleton 
Common. Following this duel, In May 
of the same year, 
Dlftraell having 


called O'Connell an Incendiary, the lat- 
ter retorted by calling Disraeli "a dis- 
grace to his species" and "helr-ln-law 
of the blasphemous thief who died upon 
the cross." 
This reference w*s the 


cause/ of the Disraeli challenge. 


In his youth O'Connell was of a 


fiery disposition. 
He was an ardent 


lover of his race and bis religion. He 
was admitted to the bar when only 20, 
and at once took an active part In 
politics. This led to many encounters 
on the platform as well as the field of 
honor. 
The Castle party were par- 


ticularly bitter against him, and took 
every opportunity to pick a quarrel 
with him. And when he applied the 
epithet of "beggardiy to the corpo- 
ration Of Dublin, various members of 
that 
party 
construed 
this 
epithet 


into a personal Insult. D'Esterro was 
one of the guild of merchants who 
regarded It In that light After in vain 


trying to make O'Conncll the chal 
lenper, D'Estcrrc sent him a 
wfilch O'Connoll accepted.

When Morgan O'Connell. taking up

Alvany, .Disraeli wrote an inrultini 
letter to him regarding his father.

dress any Insulting letter to me. who- 
am almost personally unknown to you, 
and unconscious of ever having T£lven 
you the slightest offense."
